If Can¬ 
adian and American farmers hold 
their wheat off the market for any 
length of time, such a policy will have 
a tendency to attract Argentine and 
Australian wheat to European mar¬ 
kets. So that our farmers may find 
that they are holding up the price, 
whilst their southern competitors are 
uploading, and in the end our farmers 
may be compelled to sell at a figure 
substantially under what they would 
have obtained had thtey sold in the 
ordinary course. 

This holding movement is very 
much like that other difficult opera._ 
tion of "having the bull by the tail” 
holding on may be quite safe, but the 
really dangerous part of the opera¬ 
tion is in letting g>o. 

It is not easy to predict the future 
prices, and while wheat may go high¬ 
er, there is the possible depressing 
factor that we have just mentioned— 
a good crop in the Argentine and 
Australia. 

Some farmers who could have taken 
$2.85 for their wheat at the beginning 
of the season, but who decided to 
wait for $3.00, have found that it 
does not pay to hold too long. 

It would, therefore, seem to be the 
part of wisdom for farmers to follow 
a gradual policy of marketing, to sell 
as far as possible on the occasions 
when the market shows strength, and 
not to It old out for the list nickel. 
Such a policy will help to relieve the 
strain on credit, and will assist in 
bringing prices for all comlmodities 
back to a normal level.

grain growers are

question the propriety of this. We 
believe the farmers have a right to 
take any lawful measures which in 
their judgement, seem best to protect 
their legitimate profits, but those who 
have entered into this holding move¬ 
ment should be quite clear in their 
own minds as to just what they are 
doing. The farmer who chooses to 
hold wheat in anticipation of a rise 
in price is simply speculating on the 
long side of the market. If he owns 
the wheat and has incurred no press¬ 
ing debts in the growing of it, the 
speculation may be quite proper, but 
there is no assurance that it will bring 
the desired results.

The railway situation in Canada, 
now admittedly the greatest financial 
problem confronting the nation, even 
greater than the war debt which has 
now reached its limit, is, in the light 
of the letter and statement of Lord 
Shaughnessy, Chairman of the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway Board, more 
capable of solution at this juncture 
than had been thought possible up to 
the jjrestnt time. 

It was rumored some time ago that 
the government had made represent¬ 
ations to the Canadian Pacific heads 
regarding proposed adjustments in 
the management of the Canadian Nat¬ 
ional system, but far more important 
and vital to thte success of the govern 
ment lines under management of <men 
taken from the Canadian Pacific sys¬ 
tem, would be an execution plan to 
absorb the Canadian Pacific, taking' 
all it’s big railway heads, and it’s 
operating system, putting all the rail¬ 
ways in Canada under the auspices of 
the Canadian people. This seems al¬ 
most to much to hope for in the dream 
of government ownership of railways 
which has been the cherished prin¬ 
ciple of so many thoughtful Canadians 
flor these many years. 

It is altogether a different matter 
having the proposal of such a gigantic 
in the position of Lord Shaughnessy, 
than having to force such an issue 
either by public opinion, or the ex¬ 
igencies of a continuation af ur pres¬ 
ent ruinous Canadian National policy. 
Jt is so different, too, from having the 
whole National system pass back in¬ 
to private management, even under 
the great and competent management 
of the Canadian Pacific. The pos_ 
Shaughnessy must be seriously consid 
ered by the Meighen government and 
now that parliament is sitting and has 
fret to deal vrith the railway estimates, 
the greatest posible results from the 
freheme can be fully exposed. 

There ought to be no thought iof a 
political issue in this great problem, 
and the devotion of all political groups 
in parliament to the successful so¬ 
lution of this issue would keep it from 
becoming a football for the next elec_ 
tions. 

Lord Shaughnessy has sent a 
lengthy memorandum attached to his 
letter to Premier Meighen. in which 
he goes very deeply into the funda¬ 
mental obstacles to successful financ¬ 
ing of the Canadian National under 
its present policy, and_ quotes many 
comparative figures. The great rail¬ 
road executive is opposed to the policy 
of taking over the Grand Trunk, that 
beinfi in his judgement unnecessary 
to the success of the proposed amal¬ 
gamation scheme. In this connection 
he says: 

“Even at this advanced stage it 
would be wise for the Dominion gov_ 
eminent to drop all measures looking 
to the acquisition or control of the 
Grand Trunk, to relieve that company 
of all obligations in connection with 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, and to grant 
easy term’s covering a period of years 
for the repayments of any amounts 
advanced by the government tp the 
Grand Trunk or secured on the credit 
of the government in the last two 
years.’’ 

After quoting some figures to prove 
his analysis, Lord Shaughnessy con¬ 
tinues: 

"In the light of these figures present 
conditions would not be improved, but 
when we must take into account the 
saving that would result from the 
consolidation by the elimination of 
unnecessary train service and of du¬ 
plicate work, at important terminals 
and 'at other points, the restrictenance 
work on unnecessary duplicate lines; 
the decrease in general as well as 
traffic and agency expenditures; the 
common use of cars and locomotives, 
reducing to a minimum capital ex¬ 
penditures on that acount with 
greater economy in the maintenance 
of equipment and the stoppage of out 
lay in many other directions.” 

And he concludes his important 
memorandum: 

“I am not giving expression to 
these views as chairman, director or

A BETTER PLACE TO LIVE IN 


Modern science has found that a 
great many of the diseases of mankind 
are preventable; and before the war 
great progress had been made in ar¬ 
resting the spread of them, according 
to local Red Cross officials. But the 
war stepped in and diverted the at¬ 
tention of medical men from the work 
of arresting arid preventing disease to 
binding- up the wounds of men broken 
in the battle field and assisting those^ 
who were not mortally wounded to 
regain their health as speedily as pos¬ 
sible. 

mxjnstrated that typhus was almost 
stamped out of civilized countries and 
small pox was becoming infrequent.

“Public Health Course" is substi_ 
luted for “Special Course of Study” 
The term of the course is fixed by the 
Senate of the University instead of 
by the Minister and the course is es¬ 
tablished for “Nurses” instead of for 
"Public Service Nurses free of 
charge.” 

AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
VENEREAL DISEASE ACT 

Amendments take away the right to 
physically examine a person convicted 
under any health regulation, but ex¬ 
tends the power of the board to have 
an v person under arrest or in custody 
under “The Children’s Protection act” 
so examined upon the advice of a 
justice. 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT 

RESPECTING GAOLS & PRISONS 

Five new sections give rules and 
regulations for officers and servants 
and provide penalties for the non_ 


observance of such provisions. 

Any prisoner, who, upon his dis¬ 
charge or release uses any money or 
ticket given him for any purposes 
other than that for which such was 
furnished is made liable to three 
months imprisonment. Persons who 
are found trespassing upon the 
grounds, buildings, yards, offices or 
other premises of any gaol or prison 
or who are found loitering in the vic¬ 
inity of such premises are liable to 
fine or imprisonment.

AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
REGISTERED NURSES ACT 

--i 

Every applicant for registration 
after the first day of May 1921 shall 
(a) have received at least three years 
training in medical, surgical and ob¬ 
stetrical work at a general hospital 
or hospitals recognized by the Senate 
of the University of Alberta: (b) pass 
the qualifying examination required 
by the Act: (e) pay the fee of $5.00. 

Provided that any applicant resi¬ 
dent in Alberta on the 18th day of 
April 1916 and then possessing a cer¬ 
tificate of graduation from a hospital 
which provided at least two years 
training need not comply with the re¬ 
quirements of (a) or (b) 

Any person who is registered as a 
nurse under the laws of any other 
province, state or country may upon 
payment of the fee be registered with¬ 
out further examination, if the Senate 
of the University of Alberta is satis_ 
fied that the standing of qualification 
for registration is at least equivalent 
to that required in Alberta. 

The Senate of the University of Al¬ 
berta shall: 

(1) Satisfy itself that any person 
entering upon a course of hospital 
training leading to registration has 
passed the Grade Eight examination 
of thp Public School course of the 
Province or has equivalent education¬ 
al standing. 

(2) Fixed standards of training with 
regard to bed, capacity classes, lec¬ 
tures and other factors making for 
efficiency. 

(3) Refuse recognition of any hos¬ 
pital in which such standards are not 
observed. 

(4) Prescribe the subject and scope 
of the qualifying examination and ap¬ 
point examiners to conduct the same. 

AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES 
ORDINANCE 

A new society shall not be formed 
unless its chief place of business it at 
least twenty_five miles from the chief 
place of business of any existing so¬ 
ciety. 

The annual meeting of every so¬ 
ciety shall be held between the 30th 
day of November and the 11th day of 
December at the time and placed fixed 
by the board of directors. 

Payment of grants has been am¬ 
ended as follows: 

To each society of over one hundred 
paid-up members the grants is fifty 
cents per member up to two hundred 
members. 

To each society holding an exhibi¬ 
tion whose total expenditure for 
y 

prizes exceeds $400 in ttlie case of the 
first exhibition. , and exceeds $500 in 
subsequent exhibitions the grant is 
60 p.c. of the amount actually paid 
out for prizes, but not exceeding 
$3,000. To a society holding a winter 
exhibition of poultry, the grant is 60 
per cent of the amount paid in prizes 
without limit as to total. To a society 
holding a horticultural! exhibition or 
■a combined field crop :\nd clean seed 
exhibition, or a spring stallion show, 
the grant is 60 p.c. <of the amount 
paid in prizes, not exceeding $300 for 
each. For a field grain competition 
60 p.c., not exceeding $250, and for a 
good farms competition, CO p.c., not 
exceeding $100 

AN ACT TO AMiiND THE 
ALBERTA INSUpJ'tNCE ACT 


has been amended and some slight 
changes made. 

Every company or person doing in_ 
surance business shall forward to the 
Provincial Treasurer on or before the 
end of January in every year a state¬ 
ment showing the names of all agents 
to whom any such company or person 
has paid a commission during the 
twelve months immediately preceding 
tlie first day of January of that year. 

No agent of any company or person 
whomsoever shall by means of mis¬ 
leading or false statements, procure 
or induce or attempt to procure or 
induce any iierson to surrender or 
otherwise avoid any policy of insur¬ 
ance. Any tender of money under the 
provisions of the Act may be made by 
marked cheque drawn upon a bank to 
which the Bank Act complies.

In a memorial presented to the Go- 
verments of Manitoba, Saskatche¬ 
wan and Alberta by the Association 
the outlines of the proposed plan are 
drawn.

After getting 
the runner we again proceeded to the 
right of the line and the officer said to 
me, “Go ahead Bradley.” ana I lead 
out into No-Mans-Land. 

Now to this day I could not tell you 
what instinct prompted me to walk 
over the top the way that I now did. 
It may have been the training that I 
had had that instinctively made me 

go over the top in this fashion with¬ 
out thinking of the possible conse¬ 
quences, or it may not have been 
anything of the sort, but after think¬ 
ing over the problem afterwards I can 
see that it was far the' best thing to 
do. Afterwards, when I was sniping, 
I lots Of times thought of what I would 
do if I was to see a Hun coming over, 
the top right into my arms so to 
speak, and I came to the conclusion 
that I would try to capture him if 
possible and that I would shoot at 
him, only as a last resource. 

Well as I say I now got up onto 
the parapet and after a look around 
1 commenced to walk over to the en¬ 
emies trench without a thought other 
than that I might have to use the re¬ 
volver, that 1 had in my hand, with a 
little more speed and accuracy than 
I had ever before been called upon to 
exhibit, and I was quite certain of 
myse.f in that direction for X was 
a rather good revolver shot. 

When I had got about 100 yards out 
into the mass of shell holes the of¬ 
ficer came out of the trench, the 
runner was right behind me about 
20 yards and about this point I was 
certain that we were making rather 
a big mistake .and that we were tak¬ 
ing- chances tha,t we could avoid, so I 
dropped into a. shell hole and waited 
for the officer to come up with us. 
The runner came into the shell-hole 
and sat opposite me, he did not speak 
to me and I was too busy figuring 
out my scheme to be bothered with 
him so I did not talk either and there 
was a reign of silence until the officer 
came into the hole that we were sat 
in. As soon as the officer got up to 
us lie said to me in a half whisper. 
“What did you stop for? .Did you see 
something?” “Yes.” I answered with 
ardor, “I’ve seen a lot in the last few 
minutes." He asked me what I meant 
and then I told him right from the 
shoulder that I thought that we were 
going, down the run we were in, a 
little foolishly and that if we were to 
go back to the trench and go on our 
hands and knees to the top of the rise 
that was on our left we would be un¬ 
seen until we jumped to our feet and 
mladte la run .for lh,e 'trench which 
would only then be about 20 yards 
I said that it Was more or less certain 
that we ha c i been watched al! the way 
out so far and that the Hun had us 
have been sheer foolishness to shoot 
at us and that we stood very little 
chance in going forward as he, the 
enemy could see us for a mile or more 
■ back of his lines and he could also 
see us to the left and to the right. 

I said if he had' anyone watching, 
they would sure watch the low spots 
and that they would never think of 
a couple of men coming over the sky¬ 
line. But it was no use talking and 
although I argued for about a quarter 
of an hour he could not see my point 
of the argument. Finally I got tired 
of staying there and saying, “Well 
you are taking as much chance as I 
am.” I started to go forward again 
and that yas the last time that I saw 
the officer for 6 months. 

I was walking forward watching 
everything and very conscious of the 
fact that no doubt a few Huns had 
their rifles trained Km my body. It 
could not be otherwise for there we 
were going an broad daylight right 
into the enemies’ arms and of course 
as I have already explained it would 
have been sheer foolishness t oshoot 
us for we would be far better to them 
as' prisoners and it sure looked to 
them, I guess, as if we were walking 
right into their arms. 

Well you can’t go walking over 
No-Man’s-Land for ever without see¬ 
ing something and though I was 
watching as I had never, watched be¬ 
fore in m y life I noticed nothing un¬ 
til I was within about 20- yards of the 
trench that I was bound for. Of 
course I had realized by this time 


that there were none of the enemy 
in the Hessian trench,. As I was 
picking my way forward through the 
maze of shell holes, and not a few 
dead men, I noticed something move 
about 150 yards ahead, and without 
seemingly having seen the movement. 
I watched the place. I made out the 
outline of a German steel helmet and 
decided to take a pot at the head of 
the man, with my revolver and at the 
same time to run to the trench, in 
a dodging manner. 

With caution I raised my revolver, 
and I looked over t'O the left of the 
line, for I did not want the Hun to 
suspect that I had seen him. The re¬ 
volver was coming up nicely and X 
figured that I would soon bring things 
to a show down when, I was knocked 
half way round and I looked toi see 
what had happened to my arm, for it 
was swinging to and fro like a pen¬ 
dulum, I noticed that there was a neat 


eat first, guess it will he all right, 
eli?” “To, the devil with anything - to 
eat.” said the noble Tommy,.“Get up 
there as fast as you can.” Well I 
had not as yet touched the jam and 
it seemed a horrible shame to go 
away and leave a tin iof good straw¬ 
berry jam to look after itself. After 
due deliberation I decided to leave 
the jam with Malone. He said that 
he would keep some for me to eat 
when I got back. So without further 
trouble I started for the. forward 
headquarters. I might say that I was 
eating a biscuit all the way up the 
trench and that I continued to eat 
it during all the time that I was in 
headquarters..

McLean was there 
On being informed that he was there 
I pushed on to the headquarters 
MacLean saw me come in they got a 
bunch cf maps out on the table and 
we started to go over the line, on the 
map. I showed them where we were 
situated, at present, up in front and 
then we planned a route over to the 
Hessian trench which we thought was 
held by the enemy. I was beginning 
to wonder what it was all about when 
the icfficer said,“It’s a daylight patrol, 
Bradley?” and the tone he used was 
as much as to say, “What do you 
think of it, are you game?” Well I 
never thought about the consequences 
of a daylight patrol and never gave a 
moments. thought iof the hard job it 
would be to go unconcealed down, to 
the'Hessian Trench. I just thought 
it would be a grand thing to do and 
as my nerve was one of the best at 
that time, it did not matter to me 
wether there was sure death in it or 
not. 


Without any further delay w© start¬ 
ed to go up to the new line and we 
went on our hands and knees nearly 
all the way from tne sunken road. 
But before going further I would like 
to tell you what happened to the 
machine gunners that had held us up 
on the previous day. Just as we got 
to the sunken road, I saw Malone 
come sneaking along behind . us and 
about 200 yards down the road. He 
cut over the road and by the attitude 
that he was in I knew that he was 
after something. Before we had start¬ 
ed to go over the top towards the 
front line we heard two shots fired 
and afterwards learned from him that 
it was the report of two that he fired 
to kill the crew of the enemy machine 


round hole in my sleeve. I instantly 
knew that it had been caused by a 
bullet. I had seen the slight flash 
of the rifle, lout of the corner of my 
eye, and I realized that I had been, 
shot at and that miy arm was broken 
between the elbow and the shoulder. 
I was not for a minute or so in any 
pain for the shock had seemed t» 
take a counteraction on that, but 
grabbing my injured arm at the wrist, 
with the left hand, as it swung to¬ 
wards the front, I jumped into the 
nearest shell hole.

This 
entitles the purchaser to buy a maxi¬ 
mum quantity of two quarts of liquor 
other than malt liquor, or twelve 
quarts of malt liquor.

New Liquor Act Instead Of Pro 
hibition, Had 40,000 
Majority 


Discoveries of asbestos in Okanagan 
Valley, Southern British Columbia, 
are reported. 


VICTORIA, B.C.—With the coming 
into force of the British Columbia 
liquor act, the province emerges from 
a three and a half year “dry” period 
The present act is the result of the 
referendum taken on October 20th 
last throughout the province, when 
the people emphatically voted for the 
sale of liquor in sealed packages by 
the govern ment. The majority in 
favor of repealing the prohibition act 
was about 40,000. 

The prohibition act which closed the 
bars and all public drinking places 
throughout the province, came into 
force on tht first day of October 191?, 
during the war, when the people by a 
small majority voted to prohibit the 
sale of liquor except by government 
liquor und«r the prohibition act, it 
was necessary to first obtain a pre¬ 
scription from a medical doctor for 
which a fee of $2.00 was charged. 
The maximum quantity purchaseable 
from a government dispensary was 
two gallons of liquor. So great was 
the rush on dispensaries and so many 
prescriptions were being issued, that 
the government at the session of the 
legislature in 1920, amended the . pro¬ 
hibiting act, prohibiting the sale by 
government dispensaries of more than 
eight ounces on a doctor’s prescrip¬ 
tion . 

In 1919 a move was made to have 
the prohibition act repealed and this 
ment agreed tioi submit the question 
of future liquor legislation to the peo¬ 
ple. A moderation league was or¬ 
ganized to work for the repeal of the 
act, the object of the organization be¬ 
ing to secure the sale of liquor under 
government control. No ione desired 
tHe return of the open bar or of liquor 
before the brlng- 


Up to the present 2,460,000 hydro 
electric horse power have been devel¬ 
oped in Canada. Estimating the pop¬ 
ulation at 8,000,000, this equals 247 
horse power per 1,000' population, 
which is far ahead of the United 
States or any other country, with the 
exception of Norway.

LONDON.—Th. jrospeets of the 
coming world's wheat crop are favor 
able and the harvest is likely to pro_ 
duce enough tot meet the world’s de¬ 
mand, says Sir .Tames Wilson, Chair¬ 
man of the central agricultural wages 
committee for Scotland, an authority 
on that subject. , 

He declared in an address he deliv¬ 
ered on "The World’s Wheat” that the 
world's supply for the current cereal 
year is more than equal to the de_ 
inand and he predicted that on Au¬ 
gust 1 next there would be a surplus 
of exportable wheat left in the ex¬ 
porting countries. But, he said, this 
surplus outside Russia and India 
would not be large enough if the 
world’s future weather proved unfav¬ 
orable, the fall in the world’s price of 
wheat might be checked and the price 
might even rise again. 

For the world as a whole, he said, 
there is no more reason to fear a fu¬ 
ture permanent dearth of wheat than 
that the world will be starved of food 
generally. He predicted that some 
time within the next 20 years the 
gold, will return to a level not far 
from the pre-war average.
